TALKS 


The Angelic View of Housekeeping. 


UERE is a picture in the Ixrarre," said my neighbor, -who has trav- 


eled, that I used to think most beautiful. I have sat for hours 


~ before it, meditating upon its inspiring symbolism. But I must 


confess that now I thinfe it is a hollow mockery." 


"What is it?" I asked. My neighbor before her marriage conducted 


parties abroad. She is a well educated, cle-ver woman- She married a man 
of exceedingly modest means, and the two are living in a little two-story, 
house of the subnrt>. She knows nothing of housekeeping, and she is often 
a bit discontented with her present life and its work. She feels something 
is out of joint, bnt she does not know how to slip it back into the socket, so 
that life will more harmoniously. 


"The picture shows the interior of a large kitchen," continued my neigh- 


bor, "with angels doing the work. One angel Is washing dishes, another 
cooking, another sweeping, and so on- I used to glory in the symbolism ol 
that, and I hare described it enthusiastically to all my friends. But I'd lay 
a dollar now that those angels hadn't been on the job more than a day. 11 
they had, their expressions would be vastly different, and their wings not 
near so perky," she concluded cynically. 


"But I think there is a beautiful symbolism in the picture. It's the 


spirit in which work Is done that really is the whole of work."

Agency at I>ap«ai, Idaho. 


Spokane. Wash., Feb. 21.—Drinkius 


copiously of liniments atid a concoc- 
tion of alcohol and cocaine, used by 
the Indians as a hair restorer, proved 
the undoing of George Moses, friend 
of the early white settlers in eastern 
Washington and Oregon and northern 
Idaho and foremost in the councils ot 
the Nez Perce tribe. 


Moses, who a few days before had 


proclaimed himself a Messiah, died a 
raving maniac in bis home on Tom 
Bcall creek, six miles from the Indian 
agency at Lapwai. Idaho, a few days 
ago. 
He was roped and strapped to 


his bed when the end came. 
Mrs. 


Moses, who also had used the drugs, 
is violently insane and may not re- 
cover. 


Funeral services 
over 
the 
dead 


headsman were accompanied by 
the 


ceremonials of the tribe. The sermon 
was delivered by Rev. James Hayes, a 
native pastor of the Indian church, in 
Indian Presbyterian church at Joseph. 
The funeral was attended by Indians 
from many parts of the Northwest, 
also many white men and women. 
Burial was made in the little cemetery 
on the bank of the Clear-water river, 
within a few feet of the grave of Rev. 
Henry H. Spalding. pioneer missionary, 
who came west with Dr. Marcus Whit- 
man.

Several days before his death Moses, 


while posing as "king of the kings." 
summoned the Indians to his throne 
and pronounced judgment on each, de- 
creeing tliat some should be blessed 
and otliers consigned 
to purgatory. 


Many of the Nez Perce Indians believe 
that Moses was possessed of supernat- 
ural powers. 


Moses was looked upon as second to 


Chief Joseph declared to be the ablest 
man the Xez Perce tribe has produced. 
He was identified with the Lapwai 
faction, which refused to join Chief 
Joseph in the hostilities against 
the 


whites in 1S77-8, when the reds led

O. O. Howard such a lively chase

Friends of the new State Normal

ing that the exemption shall apply 
only to such

cities. Yet this proposition has many 
supporters in both camps. It will give 
Newark. Zanesville. Springfield. Ports- 
mouth and East -Liverpool, as well as 
some smaller places where the local 
option situation is acute, the desired 
opportunity for a separate vote. 


The temperance advocates are ve- 


hement in the statement of repudia- 
tion, but this is confined to the leaders 
on the liberal side: the rejection is not 
so emphatic and it is a fair presump- 
tion that it will be accepted in the 
event that it is found necessary to take 
it in order to save the entire bill from 
defeat. It is known that the amend- 
ment is prepared and in the hands of 
a strong advocate of this compromise. 


While temperance forces insist that 


their adversaries intend to use money 
there has yet developed nothing that 
would justify the charge of bribery. 


In fact, this fight has been remark- 


ably free from scandals that marked 
past contests of this character. One 
of the rumors, and there are many, is 
that there is today to be what is 
known as a "grandstand" play on the 
part of the "dry" forces. 


The story comes rrom the liberals, 


and is to the effect that they have 
been informed that a member is to 
rise and announce with a flourish that 
he has been corruptly approached, ex- 
hibiting as he does so 
the 
wad of 


greenbacks given him. The supporting 
details are shadowy, and the yarn is 
given for what it is worth. It is 
known though, that detectives have 
been at work since the contest began. 


The debate today is expected to b<> 


more or less formal and will scarcely 
affect the result. Speaker Vining an- 
nounces that it is to be free and unre- 
stricted, and that no motion for the 
cloture will be entertained unless the 
House signifies in the most marked 
manner that it is ready for a cessation 
or oratory or filibustering. It is also 
expected that several of the members 
now regarded as doubtful will seek the 
privilege of explaining their votes. 


Final preparation? were made in th« 


House of Representativjjs today, for 
the debate today. On motion of Repre-
